Their time was almost up. 
‘hey were just. about to fall 
into their own trenches when 
the Germans saw them and 
fired on them. There were two 
killed and Annesly was one of 
the forty wounded. 

It will be remembered that 
Pte Kenny was under age on 
reaching England but being so 
anxious to go to the front the 
authorities passed him on. He 
was also offered the position of 
Divisional Gunner as an induce- 
ment to remain in England but 
he. would not. He went to the 
front, did his “bit” and is as‘an- 
‘xious as any of them to get 
back ‘there again.’ A friend 
writing. of Annesley says I 
gave him a good talking to,and 
told him not to ask to be sent]: 
back to.the frent, but he just 
laughed and said. I am alright 
here for a while anyhow, but 
just as soontas they want me 
again they can have me.”

Among the many differences be- 
tween Napoleon and William, how- 
ever, is the. fact that Napoleon did 
not contend that he was emporeér of 
France -by Divine right, William 
docs hold most strongly ‘to this view. 
In 1910 at Kocnigsburg hé gave em- 
phatic utterance to his belief that his 
suvercignty had becn conferred upon 
him by God alone, and was in no 
sense derived from Parliament, mcet- 
ings of the people or popular deci- 
sions. He declarcd that he consider- 
ed himself the chosen instrnment of 
Heaven, and that he would continue 
to discharge his duties without re- 
gard to the opinion of the day. Prus- 
sian kings at coronation are’ not 
rrcsented with the crown. No great 
officer of state or church crowns a 
Prussian king. Fle crowns himself. 
Curiously enough, the Kaiser never 
crowned himself as the King of 
Wyrussia, and it is said that the rea- 
son he omitted this ceremony was 
because jt would call attention to the 
fact that, he was King of  -Prpssia 
alone, and could not be crowned Fm- 
peror of Germany. The title, indeed, 
is an honorary one, though the Kai- 
ser would give much if it were a re- 
ality,

It is not to-be doubted 
that: wool at prohibtive prices will 
stimulate imvention to the point of 
erfecting a pliable, durable material 
manufactured out of paper. It is 
conceivable tha the fibres may be 
treated chemically in such a fashion 
that the product would have good 
wearing qualites,, endure rough 
usage, be substantially waterproof, 
thoroughly flexible and attractive in 
appearance, The Chicago manyfac- 
turer may have spoken in jest, but it 
is wholly probable that the jest of 
today maybe the satisfying experi- 
ence of tomorrow. The next genera- 
tion may wear warm, durable and 
inexpensive garments made from pa- 
per woven for that special use.

‘killed at Oshkosh, Wis., last spring 
while looping \he loop. a 
Prepare for Summer Work 


Much Time Lost Because .Farm Ma; 
chi 3 Not Ready for Im- 
-. mediate Use 


“A stich in time saves nine” is 
never ‘more true than when spring is 
at hand and finds the farmer unpre- 
pared.. Much time is often lost be- 
cause his machinery - not in condi- 
tion for immediate use, Rarts are 
|missing; bolts and screws have been 
removed from one machine to repair 
another, and, from lack of paint to 
protect it, the woodwork has decay- 
ed and probably become broken. 

During winter, all implements 
should be thoroughly overhauled. 
Missing parts should be secured, a 
supply of bolts and screws obtained 
working parts should be cleaned and 
polished, and woodwork well paint- 
ed. Bolts and screws can be pur- 
chased in boxes of assorted grades 
and sizes. The loss of a nut. or 
breakage of a small part while ‘en- 
gaged in the field may mean also the 
loss of the use of not only the im- 
plement, but the team, the hired 
help, and probably of the opportunity 
during favorable: weather to perform 
the work which had been planned,

Manufacturing in 
' Western Canada 


Large Amount of Capital and Much 
Labor Was Employed 


Although western Canada cannot 

et be called. an industrial country, 
its development having been mainly 
along agricultural lines, it is certain 
that it will not be long before its 
industrial -deyelopment will show 
great expansion. In this connection, 
a census taken during 1916 of the 
manufacturers of the west contains 
some very interesting figures, The 
preliminary results of this census 
|show that in the provinces of Mani- 
{toba, «Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
British Columbia, there were 2,886 
manufacturing cstablishments, capi- 
talized at $313,571,000, with 59,957 
employees drawing a total annual 
wage or salary of $36,732,000. The 
total output of these plants amonnt- 
‘ed in value to $180, 958,000, and the 
sum of $109,603,000 was reported as 
having been spent in the purchase of 
taw material.

Gun Photographs Target 


A New Method. ‘of Testing Marks:

A new method of testing a markse 
man’s aim has been. patented by an 
at ata inventor which makés am-° 
munition unnecessary, The inven- 
tion can. be attached to a frfle, for. 
example, without altering the latter. 
It consists chiefly of a small cylin- 
drical camera which fastens tothe 
under side of the barrel and is fitted 
with a telescopic focusing device, so 
positioned that its line of focus is 
parallel to the gun barrel. —Tiame- 
diately in front of the trigger of the 
weapon a second trigger is placed, 
which is: connected with the camera 
shutter by a wire. When a marks- 
man has aimed his gun and pulls the 
tri rs, the camera trigger is oper- 
ated just an instant before the gun 
trigger and consequently a snap shot 
is secured of the target that the gun 
was pointed at. The position. of the 
target as it appears.on the developed 
plate or film will indicate the accur- 
acy of the shot. If the bull’s-eye is 
exactly in the centre it shows that 
the gun was correctly aimed.
